Shingles: and Lumber 

There are per nails, and zinc 
Halis, but these are too expensiye for 
ordinary use on shingles. Zinc clad 
shingle nails, and cut nails’ will last 
as jong as the average shingle... The 
fault of moat roofs is not in the quai 
ity of shingles used, but in the qual- 
ity of nail used, The shingles get 
loose, one blows: off, then another 
and so your roof is soon leaking—~all 
for the want of a shingle nail. 

As to shingles, cedar and cypress of 
good thickness will ast a lifetime if 
properly secured by good nails. And 
there should be judgment used in re- 
gard to lumber used in building. Any 
part that ia apt to be more or less 
wel, ag siils, porch posts, porch floors, 
outside steps, etg., should be of ey- 
press, cedar or red wood. Your car- 
penter should know what parts of a 


,| building deeay first. 


The foundation of a heuse should 
be a good one, well set in good mor- 
tar, or better yet, of solid concrete. 
You don't want frost in the cellar, 
nor water. Concrete to the ground 
line, then brick set in cement mortar 
pe akes a good foundation. A cracked
